THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 
The  Polls  Will  Be  Open  From  1:00  PM  to  9:00  PM 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Andover  in  the  County  of  Merrimack  in  said 
State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Andover  Elementary  School  Gym  in  said 
Andover  on  Tuesday,  the  11th  of  March,  next  at  1:00  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon, 
to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the  following  changes  to  the  Building  Code. 
Under  Article  III,  add  section  D  to  read:  A  permit  must  be  obtained  to  move  a 
building  into  Town,  out  of  Town  and  within  the  Town. 

Under  Article  rV  section  A  to  read  as  follows:  Any  person,  contractor  and/or 
the  owner,  partnership  or  corporation  intending  to  construct  a  new  building 
or  to  make  alterations  to  existing  buildings  shall  first  make  application  for  a 
permit  on  forms  obtained  from  the  Building  Inspector. 

Under  Article  V  application  fees: 

A.  The  fees  for  permits  shall  be  according  to  the  following  schedule:

1,000-5,000  10.00 

5,000-10,000  25.00 

10,000-And  Over  50.00 

Under  Article  VI  section  A  paragraph  2  changed  to  read: 
Any  building  intended  or  designed  for  public  use  or  congregation  of  people 
and  any  commercial  building  shall  provide  when  erected  or  altered,  outward 
opening  exits  and/or  exits  approved  by  the  office  of  the  State  Fire  Marshall. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  enter  into  an  Animal  Control  Agreement  with  the 
N.H.  Humane  Society  at  an  annual  cost  of  $250.00. 

4.  To  See  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance 
Act  of  1972  for  use  as  setoffs  against  budgeted  appropriations  for  the  following 
specific  purposes  and  in  amounts  indicated  herewith  or  take  any  other  action 
hereon.

Fund  the  sum  of  $600.00  for  the  professional  updating  of  the  tax  map. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Conservation  Commission  to 
arrange  for  the  planting  of  trees  on  the  site  of  the  former  town  dump  off  Monticello 
Drive. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Conservation  Commission  to  re- 
tain the  unexpended  portion  of  its  1979  appropriation,  said  funds  to  be  placed  in  a 
special  Conservation  fund  in  accordance  with  RSA  36-A:5. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate  Emery  Road  from  its  junction  with 
Chase  Hill  Road  easterly  to  its  end  (at  the  property  of  Rev.  J.E.  Hartigan  on  Mars- 
ton  Hill)  as  a  Scenic  Road  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  253:17  &  18,  for  the  purposes 
of  protection  and  enhancing  the  scenic  beauty  of  the  Town  of  Andover.  (By  petition) 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  following  ordinance: 

The  Andover  Town  Clerk  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  to  Andover  resi- 
dents, non-resident  holders  of  land  in  Andover  and  to  such  others  as  the 
Selectmen  may,  in  their  discretion,  direct  adhesive  stickers  which  shall  be 
affixed  in  a  prominent  place  on  a  motor  vehicle  and  which  shall  authorize  the 
holder  thereof  to  park  in  the  Highland  Lake  Parking  Area.  The  owner  of  any 
motor  vehicle  found  to  be  parked  in  said  parking  area  without  a  valid  parking 
sticker  shall  be  subject  to  a  ten  dollar  ($10.00)  fine  payable  to  the  Town  of 
Andover. 

10.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Administrative  Assistant  Committee. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  hiring  of  an  Administrative 
Assistant  by  the  Selectmen  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $10,000.00. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  negotiate  with  other 
towns,  or  sharing  an  Administrative  Assistant  and  to  enter  into  any  agreements  or 
take  such  actions  as  they  deem  necessary  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract to  reevaluate  the  Town  of  Andover,  under  the  regulations  of  the  State  Dept.  of 
Taxation,  for  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $30,000.00,  and  to  authorize  payment  by  the  fol- 
lowing means: 

1.  Withdrawing  the   $6,000.00  plus    interest   from    Reevaluation    Capital 
Reserve. 

2.  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  up  to  $24,000.00  at  the  best  possible 
interest  for  a  two  year  loan. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  renew  the  Landfill  Contract  with  J.D.  McLeod. 

15.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  make  repairs  at  Highland  Lake  Dam. 
(Est.  cost  $5,000.00) 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize  expenditure  of  any 
funds  received  in  1980  under  Title  II,  VI  or  any  other  State  or  Federal  intergovern- 


mental  assistance  act. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Budget  as  presented  by  the 
Budget  Committee. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  budget. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anti- 
cipatin  of  taxes.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Many  changes  took  place  in  Town  government  this  year,  namely  new  faces.  In 
March  1979,  Peter  Chamberlin  was  elected  Selectman  and  Dawn  Nelson  was  elect- 
ed Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector.  Susan  Currier  was  hired  to  replace  Mrs.  Judith 
Evans  as  Selectmens  Secretary. 

On  June  15, 1979  Samuel  B.  Currier  "stepped  out  of  the  picture".  A  tremendous 
amount  of  Town  historical  knowledge  and  unrecorded  events  went  with  him.  In  the 
Selectmens  office,  schedules  of  payments  and  dates  of  reports  due  were  kept  in  his 
head  and  this  easy  access  to  times  for  doing  things  is  gone. 

After  much  searching,  Armand  Boisvert  was  appointed  to  fill  the  unexpired  term 
of  Sam  Currier.  This  left  us  with  two  new  Selectmen,  a  new  Town  Clerk/Tax  Col- 
lector, a  new  secretary  and  an  eight  month  Selectman;  so  if  things  seem  a  little 
slow  in  getting  done... they  are. 

We  have  all  tried  very  hard  to  do  our  jobs  and  learn  at  the  same  time. 

Thank  God  for  the  computer.  Without  it,  your  tax  bills  would  not  have  gotten  out 
on  time.  Now  that  we  understand  it,  things  should  go  more  smoothly  next  year. 

Because  of  inexperience,  it  was  November  before  we  realized  that  proposals  for 
re-evaluation  of  the  Town  had  not  begun.  We  sent  requests  for  proposals  but  most 
companies  want  a  full  year  to  complete  a  re-evaluation  so  it  is  unlikely  that  it  will  be 
completed  in  fiscal  1980.  However  a  proposal  will  be  submitted  at  Town  Meeting 
for  your  consideration. 

A  road  improvement  project  in  conjunction  with  the  State  was  made  on  the 
approach  at  Dyers  Crossing.  TRA  was  expended  on  Hall  Road.  The  Duncan  Fund 
was  placed  again  on  Chase  Hill  Extension.  Additional  Highway  Subsidy  was  placed 
on  Tucker  Mt.,  Dyers  Crossing  project  and  Montecello  Drive.  Asphalt  Patch  and 
Seal  was  spent  resurfacing  Plains  Road  and  a  section  of  Switch  Road. 

The  Town  was  fortunate  in  picking  up  a  snowplow  and  wing  from  the  State  at  a 
very  good  price  for  which  we  thank  the  Road  Agent,  J.  Dale  McLeod.  With  higher 
operating  expenses,  with  three  years  of  the  sme  budget,  we  are  asking  for  a  10% 
higher  budget  for  road  maintenance. 

Highland  Lake  Dam  continues  to  be  a  problem.  The  dam  that  was  installed  has 
eliminated  90  percent  of  our  leakage.  Due  to  an  unpleasant  situation,  we  were  un- 
able to  install  a  cutoff  wall  on  the  west  side  of  the  dam  which  is  now  undermining 
areas  below.  We  now  have  a  plan  by  a  certified  engineer  to  seal  this  leakage  situa- 
tion which  is  in  the  budget  for  $5,000.00. 

Andovers  Bicentennial  was  very  well  organized  and  attended.  Thanks  go  to  the 
Andover  Lions  Club  for  their  Bicentennial  gift  of  a  new  Beach  House  at  Highland 
Lake  along  with  a  water  suply  and  sewage  system  for  same.  This  was  a  worthwhile 
project  and  much  appreciated  asset  to  the  Town.  Thanks  to  the  Ragged  Mt.  Fish 
and  Game  Club  for  their  Bicentennial  gift  of  a  flagpole  placed  on  the  Andover 
village  green. 

The  Town  remains  on  a  good  financial  base.  Town  officials  have  been  able  to  hold 
the  tax  rate  fairly  stable.  However,  with  inflation  and  pressures  from  outside,  it  be- 
comes harder  to  do  so.  We  will  continue  to  work  at  keeping  the  increases  at  a 
minimum. 

In  closing  we  would  like  to  address  the  subject  of  hiring  an  Administrative 
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Assistant  for  the  Town.  In  years  gone  by  the  duties  of  Selectman  were  such  that 
anyone  with  a  moderate  amount  of  time  and  the  inclination  for  this  type  of  work 
could  handle  the  job  -  if  he  or  she  had  the  patience.  At  this  point  in  time  however 
things  are  changing,  perhaps  not  to  the  general  public,  but  in  this  office  the 
changes  are  staggering.  One  point  to  consider  is  that  as  the  Federal  Government 
and  State  Government  grows,  and  along  the  way  implements  more  and  more  pro- 
grams and  laws,  so  does  the  workload  in  every  town  government,  including  this 
one.  Anyone  who  accepts  the  job  of  Selectman  inherits  numerous  responsibilities, 
many  hours  of  work  and  the  delicate  task  of  resolving  any  problem  that  may  involve 
Town  affairs.  As  this  workload  increases  so  does  the  amount  of  hours  necessary  to 
complete  this  work.  To  a  person  who  has  to  earn  a  living  their  availability  of  time  re- 
mains the  same.  This  is  evident  by  the  fact  that  no  one  new  filed  for  the  office  of 
Selectman  this  year.  This  is  not  a  good  state  of  health  for  a  town  government 
to  be  in. 

Having  an  Administrative  Assistant  would  have  a  decided  positive  affect  on  town 
affairs.  People  would  be  able  to  approach  an  Administrative  Assistant  during  more 
hours  of  the  week  as  he  would  be  available  during  a  much  greater  time  span.  An 
assistant  could  be  looking  into  and  be  more  knowledgeable  on  numerous  federal 
and  state  programs  which  would  directly  benefit  the  Town  with  increased  revenues. 
Most  of  the  programs  are  available  to  us  but  we  just  don't  have  the  time  to  find  out 
about  them.  With  the  decrease  of  Selectmens  saleries  and  an  increase  in  monies 
brought  in  by  sound  administrative  procedures  we  feel  this  position  could  justify 
it's  existence  within  a  short  period  of  time.  And  finally  the  continuity  of  having  an 
established  system  of  keeping  town  records  would  make  this  Town  function  much 
more  effectively  in  the  future.

SUMMARY  OF  FINDINGS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  examination  and  audit  of  the 
accounts  of  the  Town  of  Andover,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31 , 
1978,  which  was  made  by  Nathan  Wechsler  &  Company  in  accordance  with  their 
appointment  by  the  Selectmen.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of 
the  report. 

One  of  the  enclosed  audit  reports  must  be  given  to  the  Town  Clerk  as  part  of 
the  permanent  record. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and  records  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds,  Public  Library  and  the  William  Adams  Bachelder  Library. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31, 1978  and  1977:  (Exhibit  A- 1 ) 

Comparative  balance  sheets,  as  of  December  31,  1978  and  1977,  are  presented 
in  Exhibit  A-l.  As  indicated  therein,  the  fund  balance  of  the  Town  increased  $3,354 
from  $61,711  to  $65,065  in  1978.  The  balance  sheet  fund  balance  of  $65,065  repre- 
sents the  current  fund  balance  (excess  of  total  current  assets  over  current  liabilities) 
on  December  31,  1978. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  Town  during  the  year  is 
made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factos  which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein. 
These  are  as  follows:

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures  -  Estimated  and 
Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  estimated  and 
actual  revenues  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1978,  are  presented  in  Exhibits 
A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibits  A-4),  net  unexpended 
appropriations  of  $15,167,  plus  a  net  revenue  surplus  of  $20,187,  resulted  in  a  net 
budget  surplus  of  $35,354. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the  custody,  receipt 
and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and  audited  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary 
in  the  circumstances. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184,  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that  this  report  or 
the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be 
published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Andover,  New  Hampshire 
for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  FOR  STUDY  OF 
ADMINISTRATIVE  ASSISTANT  FORM  OF  GOVERNMENT 

The  selectmen  appointed  a  committee  this  past  summer  to  follow  up  on  a 
motion  presented  at  the  last  town  meeting  to  look  into  the  town  manager  form  of 
government  and  report  back  their  findings  and  recommendations  at  the  1980  town 
meeting. 

The  committee  met  initially  with  representatives  of  the  N.  H.  Municipal  Asso- 
ciation to  review  alternatives  available  to  the  town.  The  alternatives  considered  by 
the  committee  were  Town  Manager  and  Administrative  Assistant.  It  became 
evident  to  the  committee  that  Andover  should  not  give  much  consideration  to  a 
town  manager  system  at  this  time.  First,  the  cost  is  considerably  greater  than  an 
administrative  assistant,  and  a  town  manager  has  certain  statutory  responsibilities 
which  limit  the  elected  officials  (The  Selectmen)  to  a  rather  narrow  area.  For  ex- 
ample, the  selectmen  cannot  pay  a  bill  without  town  manager  approval,  and  the 
town  manager  has  control  over  all  town  employees. 

In  reviewing  the  administrative  assistant  position,  we  found  there  were  several 
towns  in  close  proximity  with  a  similar  type  position.  Meeting  with  officials  from 
Enfield  and  Belmont,  we  discovered  the  administrative  assistant  position  meets  the 
needs  of  Andover  far  better  than  the  Town  Manager  plan.  The  cost  is  about  $10,000 
per  year  less.  The  Administrative  Assistant  comes  under  direct  supervision  of  the 
Selectmen  which  gives  them  more  latitude  in  determining  the  duties  assigned. 
Flexibility  in  this  position  is  important  to  give  the  maximum  benefit. 

The  committee  concluded,  that  to  justify  a  full  time  Administrative  Assistant, 
a  town  needs  a  population  of  approximately  2,500.  We  then  met  with  Salisbury  to 
consider  the  feasibility  of  sharing  an  administrative  assistant  position.  These  dis- 
cussions showed  both  towns  have  many  similar  problems  and  that  both  boards  of 
selectmen  needed  limited  professional  assistance. 

As  a  result  of  our  review,  we  recommend  the  selectmen  be  authorized  to  hire 
an  administrative  assistant  jointly  with  Salisbury  -  3  days  per  week  in  Andover  and 
2  days  in  Salisbury. 

The  estimated  cost  to  Andover  is  $9,500  for  a  full  year.  This  includes  salary, 
fringe  benefits  and  expenses.  The  question  that  arises  immediately  is  -  what  does 
this  position  do  for  the  town  in  terms  of  dollars?  There  are  some  economies.  The 
selectmen  would  be  able  to  go  on  salary  instead  of  being  paid  an  hourly  rate. 

This  past  year,  about  $1,300  wass  spent  to  keep  the  tax  map  up-dated.  Approx- 
imately $1,000  of  this  work  could  have  been  done  by  an  administrative  assistant. 

Another  major  issue  is  the  fact  that  the  administrative  duties  are  becoming  so 
cumbersome  that  it's  impossible  for  selectmen,  who  all  work  full  time  in  other 
areas,  to  fulfill  the  responsibilities  to  which  they  were  elected.  There  are  many 
indications  of  this  at  town  meeting  each  year.  Without  an  administrative  assistant, 
it's  going  to  become  increasingly  difficult  to  get  any  qualified  people  interested  in 
serving  as  selectmen. 

The  committee  realizes  this  is  a  brief  outline  of  their  activities.  We  encourage 
you  to  ask  questions  and  to  give  this  proposal  serious  consideration.  This  issue  is 
important  to  Andover,  and  we  all  need  to  take  a  position.

I  will  not  register  a  dog  without  proof 
of  rabies  vaccination  and  certificate  of  neutering  if  you  want  to  register  the  dog  as 
altered. 

Town  clerk  business  and  tax  collector  business  will  be  paid  for  separately,  more 
for  my  benefit  than  yours. 

Resident  tax  must  be  paid  before  I  will  register  a  motor  vehicle  -  all  years  of 
resident  tax. 

The  tax  sale  will  be  held  in  mid-June.  Sorry,  but  it  will  mean  that  the  town  won't 
have  to  borrow  as  much  money  for  the  school  closing.  I  thought  this  notice  might 
help  prepare  some  of  you  for  the  shock. 

Again,  thank  you  for  your  patience  and  support.  You  keep  trying  and  I'll  keep 
learning  until  I  do  it  all  right.

ANDOVER  RESCUE  SQUAD 


Andover's  Bicentennial  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Rescue  Squad.  As  our 
contribution  to  the  Bicentennial,  the  Squad's  7  CPR  instructors  offered  6  courses  in 
cardiopulmonary  resuscitation  (CPR)  in  March,  May,  June,  October  and  Novem- 
ber, thus  training  74  townspeople.  These  courses  were  free  of  charge  and  will  con- 
tinue to  be  offered  in  the  future.  We  also  distributed  telephone  stickers  with  the 
Squad's  emergency  telephone  number,  735-5656. 

This  year  we  transported  63  patients  to  New  London  Hospital,  6  to  Franklin,  4 
to  Mary  Hitchcock  and  1  patient  to  the  N.H.  State  Hospital  in  Concord.  We  per- 
formed CPR  on  2  people  enroute  to  the  hospital.  In  addition,  we  had  7  miscel- 
laneous calls  and  twice  the  ambulance  call  was  cancelled  enroute  for  an  annual  total 
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of  83  runs.  The  ambulance  stood  by  at  8  structural  fires.  Squad  members  par- 
ticipated in  the  Lions  Gub  health  screening,  attended  the  July  4  Midway,  stood  by 
the  bloodmobile  twice  at  Proctor  Academy  and  the  annual  Camp  Marlyn  horse 
show,  and  manned  ther  ambulance  for  an  Emergency  Medical  Technician  (EMT) 
training  session  at  New  London  Hospital. 

We  are  most  fortunate  to  have  on  our  Squad  7  Registered  Nurses,  10  EMTs, 
and  2  Advanced  Red  Cross  trained  people.  There  are  6  Andover  people  currently 
enrolled  in  the  EMT  course  co-instructed  by  John  Cotton  at  the  New  London  Hos- 
pital. Hopefully  some  of  these  people  will  want  to  become  members  of  the  Rescue 
Squad  as  Kathy  McNeil  did  this  year. 

Last  July  1,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare  awarded  a 
grant  to  the  Dartmouth  Medical  School  to  coordinate  the  improvement  of  emer- 
gency medical  services  in  22  towns,  including  Andover.  Federal  funds  are  available 
for  training,  such  as  the  present  EMT  course  at  New  London.  Other  funds  will  be 
available  on  a  matching  basis  for  equipment,  particularly  in  the  field  of  communica- 
tions. 

During  the  year  our  monthly  training  was  enhanced  by  sessions  with  our 
medical  advisor,  Dr.  John  Kirk,  and  our  Conservation  Officer,  Ron  Evans.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

For  the  Planning  Board,  1979  was  a  less  active  year  than  the  preceding  one.  In 
many  ways  this  was  encouraging  because  it  reflected  a  slowing  of  the  growth  rate  in 
the  town.  However,  the  fewer  requests  that  were  made  and  decisions  rendered  by 
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the  Board  were  probably  more  related  to  economic  factors  than  to  potential  growth. 
Assuming  that  inflation  and  energy  costs  have  a  direct  effect  on  growth,  we  can 
expect  renewed  activity  with  an  improving  economic  picture. 

The  feeling  of  the  Board  is  that  growth  is  inevitable,  so  that  the  task  is  not  to  pre- 
vent it  but  to  regulate  it  fairly  and  equitably  through  the  Zoning  Ordinances.  In 
many  cases  this  is  a  simple,  well  defined  responsibility;  but  with  increased  State  re- 
quirements the  job  becomes  more  complex.  Therefore,  a  good  deal  of  the  Board's 
time  is  spent  discussing  and  digesting  new  legislation,  as  well  as  reviewing  and 
acting  upon  the  requests  of  the  townspeople. 

The  Zoning  Ordinances  that  the  Board  enforces  are  sound  and  fair.  Upon 
occasion  it  becomes  necessary  to  update  some  part  of  them  to  correspond  to  the 
new  legislation  or  other  town  requirements.  For  that  reason,  some  changes  have 
been  made  this  year  to  update  the  Zoning  and  Building  Codes. 

Most  requests  for  approval  and  review  involve  subdivision.  This  is  the  dividing  of 
existing  land  into  smaller  parcels.  The  reasons  are  numerous.  In  some  cases,  the 
subdivision  enables  the  sale  of  land,  as  in  the  D.A.  Paterson  Trust  on  Hall  Rd. 
Some  or  most  of  the  land  may  be  retained  by  the  original  owner.  Another  situation, 
and  this  is  a  request  more  numerous  this  year,  is  the  subdivision  of  a  parcel  of  land 
with  two  existing  houses  on  it.  This  enables  the  owner  to  sell  one  house  while  re- 
taining the  other,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Timothy  Frost  property  on  Maple  St. 

In  addition  to  the  above  requests  were  those  for  business  and  business  ex- 
pansion. An  existing  business  may  expand  up  to  50%  beyond  its  present  floor  space 
with  Planning  Board  approval.  Any  expansion  greater  than  this  requires  Zoning 
Board  approval  as  well.  Under  business  expansion  was  the  approval  of  Wilfred  Dur- 
gin's  Auto  and  Truck  Repair  on  Boston  Hill  Rd. 

Although  the  Board  has  been  successful  in  limiting  its  meetings  with  re- 
duced agenda  it  has  spent  additional  time  in  disucssion  and  review  of  the  Zoning 
Ordinance.  It  also  attends  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  hearings  that  involve  Plan- 
ning Board  action.  Also  more  frequently,  new  State  regulations  and  revisions  which 
require  Planning  Board  enforcement  are  presented  to  us.  This  has  placed  an  ad- 
ditional challenge  to  all  of  us  serving  on  a  voluntary  Board. 

The  Board  meets  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  the  Town  Offices.  We 
all  appreciate  the  courtesy  and  cooperation  that  you  the  townspeople  have  shown  in 
working  with  the  Planning  Board.

The  celebration  of  Andover's  Bicentennial  was  an  outstanding  success  due  to  the 
complete  cooperation  and  special  effort  of  all  local  organizations  sponsoring  proj- 
ects and  activities  throughout  the  year. 

The  program  of  events  listed  in  the  1978  report  were  carried  out  as  planned  with 
added  attractions  furnished  by  the  July  4th  Committee,  the  Fortnightly  Club,  the 
Andover  and  East  Andover  Fire  Companies  and  the  Andover  Fish  and  Game  Club 
along  with  the  Veterans  Organization  and  the  East  Andover  Church. 

The  Highland  Lake  and  Blackwater  Granges  were  especially  successful  in  their 
Antique  Exhibit  at  the  Phelps  Auditorium  as  well  as  the  tours  arranged  to  visit  Old 
School  and  Historic  Sites  and  Cemeteries. 

The  cooperation  and  participation  of  Proctor  Academy  through  its  management, 
its  faculty  as  well  as  its  student  body  was  most  appreciated. 

In  addition  to  the  plans  as  reported  other  projects  then  underway  were  approved 
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and  completed. 

The  reprinting  of  the  Eastman  History  of  Andover  was  accomplished  and  made 
available. 

The  Andover  Women's  Service  Gub  "Andover  Bicentennial  Cookbook"  was 
successfully  published  and  sold  as  was  the  booklet  "In  the  Shadow  of  Kearsarge" 
prepared  by  the  Elementary  School  Children. 

The  Andover  Lions,  with  the  approval  by  the  town  vote,  constructed  as  a  gift  a 
new  permanent  Bath  House  at  Highland  Lake  Beach  which  was  donated  and 
appropriately  dedicated. 

The  Bicentennial  gift  of  a  permanent  flagpole  on  the  Village  Green  was  also 
accepted  by  the  town.  A  forty  foot  polished  aluminum  flagpole  and  flag  appropri- 
ately landscaped  with  evergreens  was  installed  adjacent  to  the  war  memorial 
monument  by  the  Ragged  Mountain  Fish  and  Game  Club  with  the  added  gift  by 
Murray  Smith  of  mill  stones  from  one  of  Andover 's  first  grist  mills  as  flag  stones. 

On  Sunday  May  27th  in  commemoration  of  Memorial  Day  a  patriotic  and 
especially  fitting  dedication  and  flag  raising  was  held,  aided  by  Veterans,  the 
American  Legion,  the  Boy  Scout  Troop  and  in  conclusion  the  singing  of  the  National 
Anthem  by  Robin  Ware.

ANDOVER  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  ANNUAL  REPORT 

As  its  special  project  for  the  Bicentennial  year,  the  Commission  decided  to  make 
improvements  on  the  land  owned  by  the  town  along  the  Blackwater  River  behind 
the  No.  9  shed.  We  had  two  work  days  in  this  area,  in  which  much  fallen  wood  was 
removed,  and  trails  were  cleared.  A  great  deal  remains  to  be  done  to  make  the  area 
an  attractive  one  for  strolling  and  picnicking. 

Our  proposal  that  parts  of  East  Beech  Hill  Road  and  Hall  Road  be  designated  as 
Scenic  Roads  was  adopted  by  the  town  meeting.  For  1980  we  are  proposing  Scenic 
Road  status  for  the  road  known  as  Emery  Road  (and  sometimes  by  other  names), 
running  from  Chase  Hill  to  Marston  Hill. 

In  April  we  inspected  the  site  of  the  former  town  dump  and  decided  to  recom- 
mend to  the  town  meeting  that  pine  trees  be  planted  there. 

We  also  looked  at  Dawes  Road,  a  Scenic  Road,  and  approved  Mr.  Robert  Ward's 
plan  for  cutting  selected  trees  along  the  road. 

Members  Bardsley  and  Elkins  attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Association  of  Conservation  Commissions  in  Plymouth  on  November  3. 

Late  in  the  year  we  learned  that  approximately  ninety  acres  of  land  lying  a  short 
distance  to  the  west  of  Highland  Lake  had  been  offered  for  sale  to  the  town.  After 
some  discussion  with  the  Selectmen  we  decided  to  inspect  the  land,  and  make  a 
recommendation  regarding  the  proposed  purchase  in  time  for  it  to  be  considered  at 
the  town  meeting  in  March  1980. 
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Other  business  prevented  our  making  a  beginning  on  the  inventory  of  wetlands  in 
the  town  of  Andover  mentioned  in  our  last  report  as  a  project  for  this  year.  In-as- 
much  as  the  new  state  Wetlands  Board  is  expected  to  issue  guidelines  on  this  sub- 
ject in  the  near  future,  the  delay  is  probably  not  to  be  regretted,  for  the  new  guide- 
lines should  be  an  essential  help  for  us  as  we  make  a  start  on  this  project  in  1980.

ANNUAL  LIBRARY  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Library  Trustees  has  had  three  new  members  this  year  to  replace 
the  two  whose  terms  expired  and  one  who  moved  out  of  town.  Mr.  Stannard  Dunn 
has  assumed  the  responsibility  of  being  Treasurer  for  the  Board  and  has  prepared 
the  budgets  (shown  later  in  this  report)  for  the  two  libraries  for  1980.  We  are  again 
asking  the  town  to  help  with  the  expense  of  heating  the  Bachelder  Library  in  the 
amount  of  $1,000.  With  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  fuel  oil  the  estimated  bill  for  heat- 
ing this  library  is  $1,500.  The  old  furnace  is  still  in  operation,  though  it  has  failed 
several  times,  once  making  it  necessary  to  close  the  library  for  its  regular  hours. 
We  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Adams  for  getting  it  started  again  and  keeping  it  running. 
He  thinks  that  by  replacing  some  parts  as  needed  and  possibly  relocating  the  fuel 
tank  the  furnace  will  not  have  to  be  replaced.  We  have  been  looking  into  energy 
conservation  measures  such  as  installing  storm  windows,  and  we  have  authorized 
the  installation  of  a  new  outside  door  in  the  downstairs  room  of  the  Bachelder 
Library.  We  are  trying  to  build  up  a  contingency  fund  to  take  care  of  such  mainten- 
ance expenses. 

New  shelves  have  been  installed  in  the  Andover  Library  and  the  Librarian  is 
very  pleased  with  the  additional  space  which  they  will  make  available.  She  plans  to 
move  the  reference  books  to  the  new  shelves  and  rearrange  the  non-fiction  books  so 
that  they  will  be  more  accessible.  The  carpenter  who  build  the  new  shelves  made 
suggestions  for  better  use  of  the  space  in  another  part  of  the  room  which  could  be 
done  at  not  too  great  expense.  This  is  a  matter  for  future  improvement. 

The  Libraries  held  an  open  house  at  the  Bachelder  Library  during  Library 
Week  in  April  as  their  part  in  commemorating  the  Andover  Bicentennial  Celebra- 
tion. We  were  able  to  display  the  large  collection  of  photographs  which  were 
gathered  by  the  late  Helen  Phelps  and  loaned  to  us  by  her  daughter,  Dorothea 
Smith,  and  also  other  photographs  collected  and  mounted  by  Ralph  Chaffee  and 
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Frank  Poblenz,  which  are  a  part  of  the  permanent  collection  of  the  Bachelder 
Library.  Some  of  the  old  books  from  the  Libraries  as  well  as  Town  Reports  of  early 
days  were  also  displayed.  Refreshments  were  served  and  it  proved  to  be  an  enjoy- 
able evening.

VILLAGE  PRESCHOOL 

1979  was  the  International  Year  of  the  Child,  an  appropriate  time  to  open  the 
doors  at  the  Village  Preschool  despite  uncertain  enrollment  and  a  shaky  budget. 

We  have  been  very  fortunate  to  have  the  support  of  the  East  Andover  Congre- 
gational Church,  in  whose  church  school  building  our  thirteen  3-  and  4-year-olds 
meet  three  days  each  week. 

We  also  have  been  grateful  for  donations  and  other  assistance  from  friends,  and 
for  support  at  the  December  tea  and  sale. 

A  kind  of  more  permanent  support  that  the  whole  town  can  give  to  the  education 
of  young  children  is  by  saving  old  newspapers  for  us  to  recycle.  A  mill  spokesman 
where  we  plan  to  sell  the  paper  estimates  our  population  generates  $100  worth  of 
waste  paper  per  month,  or  between  6  and  8  tons.  (So  far  we  have  collected  less  than 
one  ton.)  Support  us  with  your  waste  newspaper  and  save  the  land  fill  for  real  trash. 
(Until  further  notice  we  are  unable  to  accept  glossy  magazines  and  office  paper.) 

Until  a  collection  site  is  prepared  at  the  town  dump,  please  bring  tied  bundles  of 
paper  to  the  building  adjacent  to  the  East  Andover  post  office.  Or  call  an  Advisory 
Board  member  to  arrange  pick  up. 

Thanks  for  your  support  so  far.  We  hope  to  have  a  more  detailed  (and  optimistic) 
report  for  you  next  year.

ANDOVER  SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORT 

TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  ANDOVER: 

The  1979-80  school  year  saw  216  students  enrolled  in  the  Andover  Elementary 
School.  The  class  sizes  generally  numbered  as  follows:  Grade  1-25;  Grade  2-26; 
Grade  3  -  38;  Grade  4  -  29;  Grade  5  -  30;  Grade  6  -  22;  Grade  7  -  16;  Grade  8  -  30. 
The  1979  census  indicates  a  slight  drop  in  total  enrollment  for  the  1980  school  year. 
Andover  students  continue  to  go  to  high  school  at  either  Franklin  High  School  or 
Merrimack  Valley  High  School,  with  1980-81  being  the  first  year  of  the  "phase  out 
phase  in"  part  of  the  agreement  with  Merrimack  Valley. 

The  elementary  students  and  faculty  had  their  first  year  operating  under  the 
leadership  of  Principal  Marcia  Hall.  Although  there  have  been  no  major  curriculum 
changes,  the  school  has  continued  to  operate  from  a  strong  academic  position. 
Dedicated  staff  is  the  obvious  key  to  any  success  the  school  has,  but  other  factors 
help  support  what  exists.  The  volunteer  program  started  last  year  by  Julie  Mayo 
has  continued  to  be  of  service.  The  Rural  Prescriptive  Clinic  also  adds  an  additional 
support  dimension  to  the  school's  offerings.  Other  programs  such  as  the  CPR 
course  for  8th  graders  run  by  Marge  Wedan  and  the  RIF  (reading  is  fundamental) 
program  of  the  JC's  have  both  helped  to  give  Andover  children  a  stronger  educa- 
tional experience. 

The  inflationary  economy  accompanying  the  rising  energy  costs  have  been  felt 
this  year  and  will  continue  to  impact  on  the  school  budget.  Some  steps  have  been 
taken  to  deal  with  energy  costs,  and  more  will  have  to  be  undertaken  in  the  months 
ahead  if  we  are  to  deal  properly  with  the  energy  issue.  Conservation  and  education- 
al awareness  are  the  first  steps  that  have  been  taken.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Andover: 

September  1979  saw  Andover  Elementary  School  open  with  its  first  new  princi- 
pal in  nine  years.  Marcia  Hall  became  principal  as  the  result  of  the  retirement  of 
George  Corson  in  June  1979.  Both  students  and  staff  welcomed  their  new  principal 
and  have  quickly  made  her  feel  at  home  at  the  school.  Selection  of  the  new  principal 
was  one  of  the  most  important  tasks  faced  by  your  school  board  in  1979. 

The  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Education  and  the  Department  of 
Revenue  Administration  has  mandated  a  new  budget  format  for  local  school  dis- 
tricts starting  with  the  1980-81  budget  year.  The  New  Hampshire  Financial  Account 
Classification  Handbook  for  local  education  agencies  has  been  developed  to  carry 
out  this  change  and  is  an  adaptation  of  the  federal  government's  recommendations 
for  local  districts  in  keeping  school  district  financial  records.  This  allows  for  a  uni- 
form system  of  classifying  school  district  expenditures  and  revenues  and  provides 
local  districts  with  more  information  concerning  their  educational  programs. 

The  new  system  enables  school  districts  to  develop  budgets  in  a  program  for- 
mat. It  provides  for  the  grouping  of  all  costs  for  a  particular  program  or  service  in 
one  part  of  the  budget.  Under  the  existing  system,  costs  to  provide  services  and 
programs  are  placed  in  various  parts  of  the  budget  and  are  not  easily  discernible 
without  reorganizing  the  data  available.  For  example,  under  the  present  system 
the  total  cost  of  instruction  is  found  under  several  different  budget  sections,  i.  e. 
210  salaries,  215-230  books  and  supplies,  725  replacement  of  equipment,  1267 
new  equipment,  etc.  In  the  new  system  all  these  costs  would  be  arranged  by  the 
purpose  for  which  they  are  to  be  incurred,  i.  e.  1000  Instruction  would  be  the  pur- 
pose and  beneath  this  broad  category  would  be  all  related  costs. 

In  order  to  assist  in  understanding  the  new  budget  format,  this  year's  budget 
is  being  presented  to  you  under  the  old  system  as  well  as  the  new  system  that  is 
required  by  the  state. 

A  big  focus  this  year  has  been  on  energy  conservation.  The  school  was  evalua- 
ted by  the  Governor's  Energy  Audit  Team  and  a  series  of  recommendations  have 
been  made  by  this  team  to  the  board  and  administration  which  would  reduce  the 
amount  of  oil  and  electricity  used  by  the  school.  Many  measures  have  been  put  into 
effect,  such  as  lowering  thermostat  settings,  pulling  down  shades  on  cloudy  or 
windy  days,  and  monitoring  lights  and  doors  throughout  the  building.  The  thermo- 
states  are  set  on  65  degrees  and  pupils  have  been  wearing  heavier  clothing  to  com- 
pensate. Fluorescent  lighting  now  has  been  installed  in  most  of  the  "old"  part  of 
the  building  and  this  has  quite  a  positive  effect  on  the  kilowattage  being  used. 
Despite  these  conservation  measures,  the  cost  of  fuel  and  electricity  is  increasing  at 
such  a  pace,  as  you  know  from  your  own  home  costs,  that  less  fuel  and  electricity 
use  will  still  require  much  higher  budget  appropriations. 

There  have  been  no  major  curriculum  changes  this  year.  The  same  strong  em- 
phasis is  still  on  reading,  math,  social  studies  and  science.  A  C.  P.  R.  course,  ad- 
ministered by  Marge  Whedon  who  is  a  certified  instructor,  was  given  to  the  eighth 
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grade  as  part  of  their  health  curriculum.  The  program  was  quite  a  success  with  all 
students  receiving  at  least  a  basic  certification.  The  staff  in  grades  1-4  have  been 
meeting  regularly  to  develop  a  physical  education  program  with  emphasis  on  move- 
ment and  rhythm.  This  will  be  used  in  grades  1-4  physical  education  program  for 
1980-81. 

Help  to  children  with  learning  and  reading  problems  is  being  continued  at  the 
school  through  two  federally  funded  programs.  The  Rural  Prescriptive  Clinic  is 
continuing  to  offer  help  to  children  with  learning  disabilities  and  the  Title  1  Reading 
Program  assists  those  students  with  reading  problems. 

Children  with  speech  and  language  problems  are  seen  weekly  by  the  district 
Speech  Therapist.  Those  students  in  need  of  special  class  placement  are  tuitioned 
to  Merrimack  Valley.  In  addition,  there  is  an  active  parent  volunteer  group  organ- 
ized by  Mrs.  Julie  Mayo  which  provides  extra  help  to  individual  students  with  their 
school  work.  In  providing  these  programs  the  district  is  meeting  its  obligations  un- 
der the  Federal  Handicapped  Children  Acts  and  New  Hampshire  laws  relating  to 
the  handicapped. 

This  is  the  second  year  of  the  tuition  contract  with  Merrimack  Valley  School 
District.  Sixty-six  students  are  attending  Merrimack  Valley  High  School  in  the  fol- 
lowing grades: 

Grade  9-25 

Grade  10-18 

Grade  11-16 

Grade  12-7 
Eighteen  students  are  finishing  their  education  at  Franklin  High  School  in  the 
following  grades: 

Grade  10-2 

Grade  11-5 

Grade  12-11 
There  is  continuing  evidence  that  Andover  students  are  making  an  excellent 
adjustment  to  Merrimack  Valley  High  School  and  are  doing  well  scholastically  and 
in  athletics. 

As  a  result  of  action  taken  at  the  annual  district  meeting  in  1979,  transportation 
for  high  school  students  attending  Franklin  High  School  was  extended  through  the 
1980-81  school  year.  An  additional  bus  will  be  needed  to  transport  high  school 
students  to  Merrimack  Valley  next  year.  This  will  bring  the  total  number  of  busses 
to  four  for  all  runs  -  a  number  that  should  be  adequate  for  the  next  few  years.  The 
school  board  has  entered  into  a  five  year  agreement  for  the  transportation  of  ele- 
mentary school  students.  The  large  increase  in  this  budget  item  reflects  the  rapidly 
rising  costs  of  fuel  and  busses,  as  well  as  the  added  high  school  run. 

A  continued  program  of  maintenance,  repair,  and  replacement  is  practiced  and 
to  that  end  the  following  was  accomplished:  completed  resurfacing  of  driveway 
areas;  added  library  shelving,  replacement  of  desks,  chairs  and  window  shades; 
painted  two  rooms  and  hallways;  replaced  2  rooms  of  incandescent  lighting  with 
fluorescent  type  -  this  completes  the  conversion  of  classroom  lighting  to  fluorescent 
lighting  in  the  old  section  -  thereby  reducing  the  lighting  energy  use  in  the  old 
building  while  at  the  same  time  improving  the  quality  of  lighting.

As  is  the  practice  with  many  municipalities  in  the  State,  the  Andover  School 
District  has  not  maintained  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets  and  accordingly,  a 
statement  of  general  fixed  assets,  required  by  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles,  is  not  included  in  this  financial  report. 

In  our  opinion,  the  financial  statements  listed  in  the  aforementioned  table  of 
contents  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  various  funds  and  the  general 
long-term  debt  group  of  accounts  of  the  Andover  School  District  at  June  30,  1979 
and  the  results  of  operations  and  the  changes  in  fund  balances  of  such  funds  for  the 
year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles 
applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  supplemental  schedules  included  in  this  report,  although  not  considered 
necessary  for  a  fair  presentation  of  the  financial  position  and  results  of  operations 
and  the  changes  in  fund  balances  of  such  funds,  are  presented  primarily  for  supple- 
mental analysis  purposes.  This  additional  information  has  been  subjected  to  the 
audit  procedures  applied  in  the  aforementioned  examination  of  the  basic  financial 
statements  and  is,  in  our  opinion,  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to 
the  basic  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

At  the  present  time,  school  lunch  funds  are  maintained  in  the  custody  of  the 
school  lunch  Director.  All  income  received  and  all  disbursements  made  on  behalf  of 
the  fund  are  recorded  by  the  Director. 

While  this  method  of  maintaining  school  lunch  funds  has  existed  throughout 
the  State  for  some  time,  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  is  now  advising 
that  this  system  of  accounting  for  school  lunch  program  transactions  does  not 
comply  with  the  State  Statutes  (RSA  197:23a)  which  state  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  Treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  all  moneys 
belonging  to  the  district  and  shall  pay  out  the 

same  only  upon  orders  of  the  school  board " 

We  understand  that  steps  are  currently  being  taken  which  will  assure  com- 
pliance with  State  requirements.
